people; reminding them of. the progress 
which has been made since that fateful 


with the Government in the completion of 
the work which it has set out to perform. 
Few young nations have been condemned 
to ‘the trials throngh which the Free 


years. “I€°‘wWas born in | revolution, and | 
plunged almost immediately into.a sea of 
bloodshed from which it emerged wearied 
shd agasp. The young men who were 
entrusted with the task of government 
sérve@ ‘their apprenticeship in a period 
of civil war, They were faced with a 
determined effort to smash the Free State. 
Many of their former friends . and 
colleagues took up arms against them, and 
for some eighteen months they fought for 
the .existence..of the nation with. their 
backs against the wall. The fight has 
been won. Armed rebellion has been 
crushed, and the spectre of civil war has 
been’ exorcised from the country. The 
gratitude. of every Irish citizen is due to 
the men who have “been responsible for 
these results. In spite of. the formidable 
difficulties that confronted them, they. 
have been able to pursue a cdnstructive 
policy which alteady ‘has’ borne good 
fruit. Order has been restored throughout 
the land; the law no longer is a mockery. 
Any Government ‘might be satisfied with 
such an achievement. Mr, Cosgrave’s 
young Administration has a particular 
cause for pride. 

During a considerable period the Free 
State Government and Oireachtas were 
forced to work at the muzzle of a. gun. 
Yet they have managed ‘to’ complete an 
imposing programme of legislation. The 
Land Act alone is an adequate monument 
to their enterprise. Important strides 
| have been taken in social reform. Exten- 
sive housing schemes have been sanctioned, 
and an attempt has been. made to grapple 
with. the problem of unemployment. In the 


realms of ‘finance the Government has

The Doctors’ Peril. . 

' The note of warning which was. uttered 
yesterday by the President of the Royal 
College of Surgeons must alarm the 
medical profession .thrdughout the Free 
State. Mr. Maunsell is cohvinced—and 
he ought to. have the best sources of 
information—that.there is a real danger 
that the profession may lose the priceless 
benefit of the British Medical Register. 
That loss, as he says truly, would sound 
its death-knell, would shut our medical 
schools and would strike a heavy blow at 
the welfare of our universities. Let us 
recall the known facts. An unforeseen 
result of the Anglo-Irish Treaty was the 


| automatic closing of the British Register 


to all future graduates from the Free 
State’s medical schools. Fortunately, the 
mischief could be undone in the Otreachtas 
by legislation which, almost certainly, the 
General Medica] Council and the Imperial 
Parliament would be prepared to ratify. 
The Free State Government, however, did 
not hurry the necessary legislation to the 
Statute-book. The fdmiliar bogey ol 
“ foreign”’ interference was raised ; there 
was much foolish talk of the necessity 
of an independent register as an assertion 
of national dignity ;' and ‘the ‘Government 
compromised by means of a measure which 
provided for the temporary re-establish- 
ment of the British Register and waived the 
question of a permanent settlement, The 
Bill .was carried through Dail. Eireann, 
bat was “held up” after it had passed 
its, second reading in the Senate some 
months ago. . Nothing more was heard of 
this vital matter unti] the 25th November, 
when it was discussed in camefa by the 
' General Medical Council. The Council’s 
decision was not published; bit, 
| obviously, the situation had become 
eritical, and on November 26th we urged 
the Free State Government to take instant 
steps to safeguard the doctors’ Magna 
Charta. Our appeal produced from Mr. 
McGilligan, the Minister in charge of the 
Bill, a comfortable statement that all was 
well and a vague reference to “certain 
conversations.” If all is well, why is the 
President of the Roya] College of Surgeons 
moved to say, “from what he knows,’’ that 
the medical profession in the Free State 
is “in imminent danger of complete de- 
struction?’ We must assume that Mr. 
Maunsell spoke with a full sense of his 
high responsibility. . No doubt, the deci- 
sion of the General Medical Council has 
been. conveyed to him. Prohably it in- 
dicates that the Council insists upon an 
early and definite settlement. Possibly— 
and, in that event, very naturally—it 
reveals astonishment at the Free State 
Governmént's:’ failure. to’: realise that 
divorce, present or ‘future, from the 
British Medical Register would be: a 
national calamity. At any rate, our 
medical schools and licensing bodies ought 
not to allow such calamity to take ‘the 
country by surprise. The General Medical 
Council's decision ought to be published | | 
immediately, and a clear statement of the 
whole position ought to be required from 
the Government at next Tuesday's meet- 
ing of Dail Etreann.

Archwology to the Ordnance Survey in 
Great) Britain, - disclosed a novel and 
| interesting: use for the seroplane in a 


lecture to the Society of Antiquaries on | 


Wednesday. Features of archeological 
interest which cannot be seen from the 
ground can be picked out and photo- 


graphed without ‘difficulty from the air. 


The lécturer and a colleague made a 
number of flights from Andover during 
May, June and July with the object of 
photographing ancient ‘sites. Despite bad 
weather, the results were of outstanding 
interest and value On. every occasion 
when they gjok. the air, said Mr. Crawford, 
they. made a discovery. , The choice of 
Hampshire and Wiltshire was wise, since 
these counties ate particularly rich in 
evidence of the many invading armies 
which vis@ed Britain before the eleventh 
century. Traces of occupation by Romans, 
Celts and ‘Saxons. were laid bare to the 
hawk-like view of the flying archeologists 


-| and were recorded accurately in the lenses 


of their cameras. In this way it was 
possible to draw many comparisons of 
absorbing interest. The. new experiment 
will be repeated, and more experience and 
better weather, it is hoped, will make even 
greater discoveries possible. There is a 
wide field for investigation, as is shown 
by the fact that Hod Hill, near Hamble 
don Hill, in Dorset, is the only Roman 
eamp in the South of England which is 
known: at the present time. It is certain 
that relics oí many others exist and may 
reward archwological research.
